London, April 15—The motor lorry 
and the railroad are in the first phases 
of a life and death struggle for exis­ 
tence as the predom inant means of 
transportation in England. 
The odds 
are in the form er's favor. 
The next few decades, perhaps the 
next decade, will determ ine whether 
England’s internal com merce 
is 
to 
move largely by m eans of an elastic, 
all-encompassing motor transport svs- 
ter, or stick to the present railway 
system, connecting the larger distrib­ 
uting points. 
Transportation men in both camps 
admit that the tight is on. 
The issue 
really dates back to the big railway 
strike in 1919 when the Food .Ministry 
webbed the entire island with an elab­ 
orate motor transport system which 
worked far in excess of expectations.
